Sir Christopher Wren was a prodigy 
in youth, as in m iturity. Ougbtr !, ti 
first mathematician of his day, dcelar» i 
in the preface to his great book that ar 
“ ingenious boy, gentleman commoner 
at Wadbarn, ” had enlarged the science 
of astronomy, gnomonies, statics and 
mechanics 
by most brilliant dheov- 
< ries, “ praeclaris inventis. ” 
This wa- 
Wren at the age of 15. 
A year be for« 
that he had taken out a patent for an in ­ 
strument to write vvith two pens at the 
same time. In the same year lie was ap 
pointed demonstrating a.-sistant on anat­ 
omy at Surgeons’ hall. 
Wren lived to justify his early prom­ 
ise, Imt Du gal Stewart tells us of a boy 
who, as he hoped, “ would rival the 
fame of Sir Isaac Newton.” 
This was 
the son of Count Pnsgstall. 
“ I cannot 
help 
considering 
him ,” 
wrote the 
Scotch j rof -«or, “ as the most extraor­ 
dinary prodigy of intellectual endow­ 
ment that has over fallen under my 
knowledge. ” 
This i« a great saying in ­ 
deed from Ducal Stewart, who was not 
givt n to enthusiasm nor car« k s expres­ 
sion. 
Unfortunately we have no detailed
